ABORIGINES IN. JAPAN, 


Tho Agricultural and: Commercial Der 
partment, says the Jiyw Shimbun, has 
Published tho following report on. the - 
uboriginos of Nomuro Profecture :—In 
Nomu + Profecture thera aro, at presont, 
820 houses inhabited by aborigines.  Thoro 
wore formorly matiy moro, but the number - 
hos follon off rapidly of late years, Fish- 
ing and hunting avo carried on more cn- 
orgetically than ever before, owing to the 
constant and increasing influx of people 
from tis main island. This fact, together 
with the disappearance of o great: number 
of deer during the sovero winter of 1878, 
has. caused a lamontable scarcity of the 
supplies upon which tho inhabitants chiefly.’ 
depoad. .Tho adult aborigines dress them- 
selves in hides, but tho children run about 
naked oven on ‘the. coldest: winter ‘days.
